Why the Sage has specialized its stamens into such 
cuHous hammers? These and dozens of similar questions can easily be 
asked In each case it is possible to answer that it is one in connection 
with insect life. When you see a flower that has departed from the 
regular form, you may generally be quite suie that it has done so i n 
answer to an irritation caused by insects. It is not invariably so, but 
often enough for it to be the rule and not the exception. I do not intend 
now to give you special examples, but I want to call your attention to the 
fact, in order that you may make these observations for yourselves, and 
trace the links which bind the various branches of animal and vegetable 
life into one long chain, of which no link can be spaied. 

The pitcher plants will well repay careful and minute examination. The 
beautiful structure of the rim alone must strike even a careless observer, 
and when we trace the manner in which the plant has made so much out 
of such a simple form as a leaf, it will surely raise curiosity and interest 
enough to make us more alive to the natural world around us. From the 
chapters I have given you from Prof. Geddas’ book, you will understand 
the economy of the pitchers, and now I hope you will carefully draw them, 
and give them a new place in your nature note-books.
